NEWS NOTES. 

A special from Jackson says that Ed 
Callahan hat a chance for recovery un- 
leas complicationa set Id. 

Union Pacifle atockboldera at a meet- 
ing in Salt Lake, authorixed the direc- 
tors to itaue $100,000,000 bonds. 

Gov, Gooding, of Idaho, granted a 
repaieve to Harry Orchard, sentenced 
to be hanged Friday of next week, to 
July 2. 

Gov. Harris, of Ohio, haa ordered 
troope to go to the Ohio hurley tobacco 
district. Troop B, of Columbua, will 
be sent to Brown county. 

Night riders in Bracken county whip- 
ped two farmers who were preparing 
to plant tobacco, using a black-snake 
whip on their bare backs. 

A band of 26 masked men visited 
four farmers in Bracken county. John 
Sanders was made to scrape his tobacco 
bed and was whipped until the blood 
came. Another farmer’s vehicles were 
burned. 

Max Crockett, Jr , 15 months old, ia 
dead at Lewisburg, from wounds in- 
dicted by a large rooster. The child 
fell in the yard and the rooster at- 
tacked him, sinking hia spurs repeat- 
edly into his head. 

The eruption of Mount Etna con- 
tinues, accompanied by numerous earth 
•hocks. The detonations have terrified 
the people living in the villages in the 
vicinity of the volcano and they are 
camping in the open air. 

The Adjutant General of Ohio, in a 
report to the Governor, says that the 
situation in the tobacco belt ia serious 
and that the farmers of Brown county 
are worn out by nightly vigils. He 
makea no recommendations for stepa 
to be taken to protect the growers 
against night riders. 

In a light between Daniel White and 
Jamea Biddy Fugate at the former’s 
farm, two miles above Jackson, in 
Breathitt county, Fugatt was killed 
and White was wounded in the face 
with birdahot. The men lived on ad- 
joining farms and had been on un- 
friendly terms fur some time. 

Four men have been arrested in con- 
nection with the robbery of the Bal- 
lard County Bank at Bandana and the 
police are searching far a lifth. who ia 
lielisvad to have gotten sway with 
the money. One of the men arrested is 
the telephone operator at Bandana, 
who, it ia alleged, played the part of 
a victim of the robbers. 

Ed Callahan waa probably fatally 
wounded by hia brother-in-law, John 
Spicer, at Callahan’s store on Long’s 
Creek, Breathitt county, and Spicer 
was in turn shot and killed by Calla- 
han’s 17-yeur-old son, as a result of a 
quarrel between Callahan and Spicer. 
Spicer waa a brother of Mrs. Callahanv 
who is now separated from her husband. 
C.llghan brought suit for divorce sev- 
eral months ago and this and trouble 
in settling up their partnership busi- 
ness caused the difficulty. 

Investigation of the fire at Laporte, 
Ind., which destroyed the home of Mrs. 
Belle Gunne.s and in which she and 
her children were su|«j>osed tu have 
been burned to death, lead the police 
to believe that the place waa a clearing- 
house for the victims of murderers. 
Five bodies were unearthed, one being 
Andrew Heldgren, of Aberdeen, S. 
D , who had courted Mrs. Gunness by 
mail and came to see her. His body 
was found cut to pieces. Mrs. Gun- 
ness’ two husbands died under mysteri- 
ous circumstances. The woman is 
believed to have escaped previous to 
the Are. Some of the bodies found are 
believed to have been shipped from 
Chicago, as five trunks were recently 
received by express from that city.

The fellow Gaines sued the Journal for 
an immense sum of money, claiming 
that his reputation had been injured by 
a publication. After a long drawn out 
trial the jury returned a verdict of $2,- 
030. One of the reasons given for the 
reversal is that the trial judge. Judge 
Frank Peake, refused to vacate the 
b'fich when it was clearly shown that 
he was prejudiced in the matter. A new 
trial is ordered but we doubt that Gaines 
will push the ease further. 

It is stated that the Pennsylvania 
railroad alone has 90,000 idle cArs 
and 500 idle locomotives, whereas 
last year sufficient cars could not be 
had for the traffic.

Very little work had 
been accomplished when we went to 
press, but all indications point to the 
ertainty of Taft getting Kentucky's 
delegate vote. 

Gov. Willson had not pardoned 
powers and Howard when we went to 
press but we'll wager they'll both be 
free before our next issue is printed.
